M r. Stearns was born at G reen ­ 
ville, B on d county, III., where his 
m other still resides, thirty-six years 
ago. 
H e came to Sedalia about 
fifteen years ago, and first w orked 
for J. W e s t G oo d w in . 


Later, he purchase4 the interest 
o f R a lp h M an k er in the job print­ 
in g house of M an k er & K lin g e r, 
the firm finally disposing of the 
plant to M atth ew W h iteh ead, n o w 
d e c e ^e d . 
M r. Stearns w orked in almost 
e v ery printing office in the city, 
and 
w as 
considered 
a 
splendid 
w orkm en , being at home in both 
the new s and job departments. 
H is last w o rk w as in the D e m o ­ 


c r a t new s room, ill health causing 
him to relinquish the foremanship. 
H e w orked at the case a short time 


after retiring as foreman, but his 
m ind gradually gave w a y , and in 
Jun e last he w as taken to the N e ­ 
vad a asylum.

M r. Stearns w as an applicant 
some months before his last illness

never initiated, hence was not a 
member of the order. 
A fe w months before he 
was 
taken to N evad a he united w ith 
the First Christiiin church, under 
the pastorate of the R e v . F ran k O . 
Fannon,

Christian life. 
In the death of F ra n k L . Stearns 
the printing fraternity loses a m em ­ 
ber w h o ever labored for the best 
interests of the trade, and his de­ 
mise will be mourned by all w ho 
k n e w him.

A BANK IS HELD UP 


Three Masked Men Robbed It at 
the Noon Hour. 


SECURED ABOUT $2,0 0 0 .0 0 


Fosse Started in Pursuit Immediately 
aud Had Euuuiog Fight With 
Baudiis. 


T h e bank at Bridger, in Carbon 
county, M ontana, was entered by 
three masked men 
Tu esday 
and 
Cashier Trum bo was 
relieved 
of 
$2,000. 
Im m ediately 
after 
the 
robbery, the men left on horseback 
for the C r o w reservation. 
A pur­ 


suing party has been organized. 
T h e scene of the robbery is in 
the vicinity of the famous Hole-in- 
the-W all country, for 
years 
the 


hiding place of thieves and desper­ 
adoes. 
T h e robbery occurred at noon. 
Cashier T ru m b o was at w ork in­ 


side the rail w hen he was aw are of 
tw o men entering the bank. 
H e 


looked up to see tw o big revolvers 
pointed directly at his head. 
A 
third man, also armed, stood at the 
door, evidently to prevent inter­ 
ference. 


“ H old up your hands,” said one 
of the tw o robbers. 
M r. Trum bo 
complied. 
A t this instant. Mail 
Carrier F ra n k W illiam s appeared 
at the side door and was im m edi­ 
ately covered by tw o guns. 
W illiam s and Trum bo were or­ 
dered to the w all, both w ith their 
hands high up. 
W h ile one man 
covered them w ith his guns, the 
other man ran behind the counter 
and grabbed all the money in sight. 
A l l three men stepped out of 
the door, mounted their horses and 
drove the spurs into the animals. 
A la rm s were quickly given. E v e ry 
horse in sight w as 
pressed into 
service and pursuit w as begun. 
A mile and a half out of tow n 
the posse began shooting from the 
saddle. 
T h e robbers 
wheeled in 
their seats, returned the fire, and 
held their pursuers off omtil they 
reached the 
timber. 
T h e y have 
not been seen since.

ply —The Sleep Artery . 
Mr. L. Steiner, say s ti^e Semaine 
Médicale (Paris),observ ed among the 
inmates of the hospital of Su rabay a, 
Jav a, a healer who treated the pa­ 
tients by placing them in a profou nd 
anesthetic sleep, obtained by means 
of the compression of the cu rterid ar- 
eries. To acconijdish this the opera­ 
tor, seated on the grou nd behind the 
patient, seized the nape of the neck 
of the latter between the two hands, 
then he pu shed forward the index 
and the middle fingers on each side 
u ntil they were in the neighborhood 
of the lower jaw-bone, 
where 
he 
thru st his two lingers in onier to find 
a “v essel animated with pu lsations,^’ 
which he then compressed on 
the 
v ertebral colu mn. 
Under the influ ­ 
ence of these maneu v ers the patiiu it 
became u neasy , at the same time his 
respiration q u ickened and heoame 
deeper,.tlien the head fell hehimhat 
which time the operator e(‘ased to 
press the neck. After the pal imit had 
remained for sev eral monu 'iits 
in 
the same 
motionless 
attitu de 
as 
thou gh he were asleep, he opened his 
ey es with an astonished ex pression, 
as if he were su ddenly awakened. 
Mr. Steiner soon learned that this 
practice is v ery ex tensiv e in the east 
of Jav a, as well as in the islands of 
Madu ra and of Banka, there being 
u su ally added a 
general massage, 
w^hich is v ery mu ch in v ogu e among 
the nativ es. The treatment is known 
u nder the name of Tarik u rat tidor, 
that is, “compression of the sojjorifie 
v essels;” and it is interesting to note 
in passing that the carotid artery 
designated by sev eral ancient anato­ 
mists as the Arteria Soporifera, pos­ 
sesses the name at present in Eu ssia 
of Sonnai Arteria (artery of sleep).

Steiaer then pressed the two thu mbs 
behind and a little u nder the angles 
of the lower max illary , the pu lsation 
of the carotid artery being clearly 
discernible. The thu mb was ajipliçd 
the length of the v e.?sel by ex ercising 
a moderate pressu re toward the v er­ 
tebral colu mn.

su bmitted to the ex periment, fiv e 
only were failu res; with all the others 
there took place rapidly , amid con- 
Tu lsioiis more or less pronou nced, a 
complete loss of sensibility and con­ 
sciou sness to su ch a degree that w ith 
one of the su bjects the au thor was 
able to lance an ingu inal abscess with­ 
ou t knowledge on the part of the pa­ 
tient.
